DISCOMFITING

Interest In Budapest has turned to 
the Rongyos Garda, or Ragged Guard, 
an organisation of voluntcer guer- 
rilla fighters who have lately been 
becoming more’ and more open in 
thelr altacks on the Nazis, The 
Guard is for the most part non- 
political, but it possesses a weekly 
netspoper, and many of the large 
Hungarian dailies have been gind to 
tive its activities, the widest possible 
publicity. Sk 

The orlgins of the Guard go back 
to 1920, when a group of ex-soldicrs, 
given some assistance by the Hun- 
garlan and Italion Governments, 
occupied the western strip of Hun- 
gury ubout Sopron (Odenburg), 
which under the Treaty of St, Ger- 
miin had been ceded to Austria, 
They drove. out the Austrian  gen- 
darmes, and by thelr. virtual military 
occupation of the aren forced the 
Allied Powers to sponsor no plebiscite 
which brought the Sopron district 
back to Hungary, This feat made 
the name of the Hagged Guard heroic 
in Hungaoriun ears, and thelr sworn 
devotion to Admiral Horthy, Hun- 
fary’s devoted Regent—whom they 
Jook upon as thelr spiritual) leader— 
has added to thelr stature in the cyes 
of the Hungarian public. 


Twice Disbanded | 

After the success of the plebiscite 
the’ Guard disbanded, and remained 
mactive unt September of 1938, 
when Eugene Hejjas, a brother of 
one of the leaders of the 1920 or- 
ganisation, called the old members 
ond many of thelr sons and relatives 
dogether to go on active service 
against Czecho-Slovakia. They 
formed guerrilla bands which harasa- 
ed the Czech soldiery in the Car- 
pathian mountain forests, they bore 
the brunt of the border fighting which 
cecurred ot Munkacs In January, and 
they fought the Sitch Guards, who 
were the storm troopers of the short- 
lived autonomous Carpatho-Ukrain- 
.lin State, There, were at one _thme 
song, but most of these elther were 
exchanged for Czech prisoners in 
Hungary or managed to escape to 
Poland or to their natlve land dur- 
Ing the invasions of last March. 

When Hungary selzed Ruthenia 
the work of (he Guard was thought 
to be over, and after paying homage 
to the Regent they disbanded once 
more—but not before announcing 
that they were ready to be called 
forth again if the Interests of their 
Fatherland demanded it, 

Until the time of this disbanding 
there were many Nazis in the Ragged 
Guard, and many Ragged Guards in 
the Nuzi Party, but it wan naticed 
that when the Guards returned from 
Ruthenia a distinct coolness had 
sptung up between their leaders and 
the Nazis. The Guards complained 
that the training and the arming of 
the antl-Hungarian Sitch Guards, the 
violent antl-Magyar propaganda, and 
much of the oppression of the Hun- 
garlan minority in Ruthenia were 
organised and directed by the Ger- 
man. advisers to the Carpatho- 
Ukrainian Government. The Ragged 
Guards, during their months of guer- 
rilla warfare, had had. an’ excellent 
opportunity to discover tho true state 
of affairs in Ruthenla, and what they 
learned led-them to distrust thelr 
Hungorion Nazi alltes, who were vio- 
lently pro-German, | : 


Naxi ‘'Cowardico” 

This disillusionment was expressed 
mostly in the form of private com- 
plaints until a recent question hour 
fn Parliament, when -Nazi Deputies 
accused the Government of helping 
to organise a legion of Ragged Guards 
in’ Poland, who were to’ be rendy:to 
help Poland against Germany. The 
Government. contented themselves 
with vehemently denying the accusa- 
tion, but the Ragged Guards launch- 
ed ao series of attacks against the 
Nazi Deputies. They flatly accused 
Kalman Hubay, leader of the Nazis, 
of ‘cowardice, saying that he and 
‘many of his followers who had come 
to help the Ragged Guard ogninst the 
Czechs hod remnined only a few 
days and had fled when the first faint 
.sounds of gunfire reached thelr cars, 

The Ragged Guard ogo whole fs 
still disbandéd, but o skeleton stoff 
remains on duty whose tasi it is to 
Keep ‘the’ men prepared for a speedy 
mobilisation.: ‘The exact number of 
Ragged Guards fs not known, but ft 
runs into many thousands, with new 
recrults joining dally, The members 
are chiefly tough yourg peasants who 
aro trained Oghters in. addition to be-

SOVIET IS SEEKING, 
INLAND RUSSIAN ‘SEA’ 


. LONDON. — Conversion 
of the Baltic Sca into a Rus- 
sian lake from the. Bast 
Prussian-Lithuanian border 
northwards, together with a 
benevolent neutrality over 
the Gulf of Bothnia appears 


to be the newest result of the 
Soviet-German Pact and Ger- 
. many’s preoccupation with the 
’ Western Front. 


This ts clearly the only Interpreta- 
tlon explaining the visits of repre- 
sentatives of Estonla, Latvia, Finland, 
and Lithuania to Moscow. All of 
them have yone in a similar way 
as the Lithuanian Foreign Minister 
went to Berlin before the handing 
over of Memeland to Germany, The 
only result can be that Moscow will 
dominate the whole Baltic urea it 
hind in 1914. 

The Soviets are certuinly pursuing 
exactly the policy which one could 
have Imaylned Czarist Russia follow 
ing. Onc of their first ste Appears 
to have been the acquisition of an 
ice-free port on the Baltic ot Tibau, 
enobling Russian to develop a IJSaltic 
fleet and mercantile marine, 

Russia has already used Estonla to 
establish naval bases and air felds, 

Lithuanla is sending its Forelgn 
Minister to Moscow. The Sovicts 
presumably have no special demands 
on that country since it has no pos- 
sible sites for naval bases ond only 
a very short coastline, But it has a 
common frontier with Russia, and it 
iz probable that its new Russian pro- 
tector will expect that Lithuania, 
like the other Baitle countries, will 
estabUsh a Sovict system of Govern- 

» ment. In return Lithuania appears 
‘to hope for the return of Vilna which 
Poland took from it and which is now 
part of Russian Poland. This would

Twice Disbanded 

After the success of the plebiscite 
the Guard disbanded, and remained 
inactive until September of 1038 
when Eugene Hejjas, a brother o: 
one of the leaders of the 1920 or- 
ganisation, called the old members 
ond many of their sons and relatives 
together to go on active, service 
against Czecho-Slovakla, They 
formed guerrilla bands which harass- 
ed the Czech soldicry in the Car- 
pathfan mountain forests, they bore 
the brunt of the border fighting which 
occurred ot Munkacs in January, and 
they fought the Sitch Guards, who 
were the storm troopers of the'short- 
lived autonomous Carpatho-Uktrain- 
tan_State. "There were ot one time 
more than 600 of them in Czech pris 
sons, but most .of these elther were 
exchanged for Czech prisoners. In 
Hungary or managed to escape to 
Poland or to their native land dur- 
ing the invasions of last March. 

When, Hungary selzed Ruthenia 
the work of the Guard was thought 
to be over, and after paying homage 
to the Regent they disbanded once 
more~but not before announcing 
that they were ready to be called 
forth again {f the interests of their

Until the time of this disbanding 
there were many Nazis in the Ragged

that when the Guords returned from 
Ruthenia a distinct coolness hod 
sprung up between thelr Ieaders and 
the Nazis, The Guards complained 
that the training and the arming of 
the antl-Hungarian Sitch Guards, the 


violent anti-Magyar propaganda, and 


much of the oppression of the Hun- 
gartan minority in Ruthenla were 
orgonised and directed by the Gere 
man .ndvisers to the Carpatho- 
Ukralnlan Government. The Ragged 
Guards, during thelr months of guer- 
rilla warfare, had had an excellent 
opportunity to discover the truc state 
of affairs in Ruthenia, and what they 
learned Ied them ‘to distrust their 
Hungarlon Nazi allics, who were vio~ 
lently proeGermon. ‘ 


Nazi ‘‘Cowardico” * 

This disiNlustonment was expressed 
mostly in the form of private com- 
plaints until a recent question hour 
in Parllament, when Nazi Deputies 
necused the Government of helping 
to organise 4 legion of Ragged Guards 
in Poland, who were to be ready to 
help Poland against Germany. The 
Government contented themselves 
with vehemently denying the accusa- 
tion, but the Ragged Guards launch- 
edn serics of attacks against the 
Nazi Deputles. They flatly accused 
Kulmaon Hubay, leader of the Nazis, 
of cowardice, saying that he an 
many of his followers who hnd come 
to help the Ragged Guard against the

Three Cases Tried 
By Puisne Judge 


Prison sentences passed by Mr. 
Justice 2. E, Lindsell at the Criminal 
Sessions to-day ‘in three separate 
manslaughter cases totalled six 
months' and three days, 

A youth, Lo Hong, was sentenced 
to_three days’ Imprisonment, the 
torm to take effect from last Friday, 
and was also placed on a $100 .bond 
to be of good behaviour for a year. 

His Lordship said it was clear 
from the evidence that there had 
been no Intention of doing any real 
bodily harm to the dead man who 
‘died during a Nght with accused. 

Judgo’s Warning 

Addressing accused, His Lordship 
said: “People ought to reallse by this 
time that a blow «anywhere in’ the 
Tower part of the body, in the cas¢ 
of a lowcr class Chinese, is lkely to 
prove fatal. I hope this mutter now 
will be a lesson to you.: You have 
been in prison for six weeks nnd I 
consider that as enough.” - 


Unlucky Affair 

Referring to the case of Lui Kwong, 
His Lordship sald this also, jin oa

Mr, J. B, Prentis, Assistant Crown 
Sollcitor, agreed with this viel,
